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TWISTED WINGS 

By S. Robert Powell 


After raising chicks for a 
k w decades, it's easy to 
convince yourself that you've 
seen it all when it comes to the 
kind of trouble that chicks can 
get themselves into. But I had 
a new kind of chick problem 
this year. 

This past spring and 
summer I had about a. half 
dozen chicks, out of about 
300, whose wings became 
badly twisted at the age of 
about four weeks. To look at 
the chicks (American Game 
bantams), you would think that 
someone had taken hold of 
their wings and twisted them 
around two or three times, and 
then positioned the twisted 
wings in place by propping the 
primary wing feathers on the 
backs of the chicks. 

The chicks, of course, were 
in considerable distress. To 
correct the problem, I simply 
unwound the wings. 
Surprisingly, the wings 
seemed to go back into place, 
and that was that. But how did 
it happen? I was sure that the 
problem was not genetic. I 
watched and waited. 

Finally, after many hours of 
observation over the period of 
a couple weeks, I discovered 
what was going on. The 
chicks, believe it or not, did it 
themselves! The wing twisters, 
spurred on by natural 
curiosity, discovered that the 
own emerging primary wing 
feathers were something very 
interesting to pick at. They 
would grab hold of the feather 
tips with their beaks and pull 
their own wings forward, 
toward their heads. The harder 
a chick would pull, the closer 
the wing, now upside down, 
would draw near the neck and 
head. 


This would cause the chick 
some pain, and the chick 
would release the wing. But 
the wing would not always go 
back into its normal position. 
Sometimes the wing would get 
stuck on the chick's back. The 
next thing you know the chick 
would reach back and grab 
hold again of its own wing with 
its beak. If the chick grabbed 
the wing tip at just the right ? 
angle and pulled the wing 1 
towards its head, the entire | 
wing would be taken through a 
complete rotation. After the 
first twist, repeated twists 
became Easier and easier. 

I, wouldn't believe it 
possible if I hadn't witnessed it 
-happen on several oepasions. 

It didn't happened because of 
any dietary efficiency or 
because the chicks were 
.crowded. I believe- these 
twisted wings were merely the 
unfortunate consequence of 
adolescent avian curiosity. 
After several unwinding of 
twisted wings, over the period 
of a week or so, the chicks 
seamed to lose interest in 
picking at their own 
developing wings. No 
permanent damage appears to 
have been done, as the errant 
chicks are now fully grown 
with normal wings.

When she stands up straight up, she thinks she 
is falling forward, so she leans back when in a standing position, which makes it virtually 
impossible for her to walk, unaided.

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4. Short Description/Scopc of the Project 

The Carbondale Historical Society proposes to rehabilitate two rooms on the third floor 
of Carbondale City Hall and establish therein a D&H Railroad transportation museum 
and research center that will preserve and interpret the history of the D&H Gravity 
Railroad and the Honesdale branch of the D&H Company. This D&H facility will be 
contiguous with the Historical Society’s existing reference room and exhibition gallery in 
Carbondale City Hall (listed in the National Register of Historic Places) and will be 
staffed and operated by the Historical Society and open to the public. 

To establish the museum space, the Historical Society requires funding to repair and 
replaster the walls and ceilings of both rooms, to restore the floors, to erect two new 
doors, to install appropriate window shades and blinds, to install an appropriate lighting 
system, and to construct display cases in which to mount exhibitions and interpretative 
displays. 

To perform the preliminary curatorial activities required to plan exhibitions and 
interpretative displays, and to prepare D&H papers and records for use by researchers and 
visitors, the Historical Society will require funding to stabilize, protect, evaluate, 
document, record, and catalogue the D&H artifacts, records, and papers now in storage in 
its collections and archives. 

To accomplish the final curatorial work necessary to open to the public the D&H 
transportation museum and research center, the Historical Society will require funding to 
establish and equip the research center (work table, filing cabinets, map case) and to 
mount the opening exhibition and interpretative displays about the D&H rail 
transportation system.

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1. What value does your project have to transportation? 

The Carbondale D&H transportation museum and research center will be established to 
preserve, interpret, and promote the history of D&H rail transportation (freight and 
passengers) between Carbondale and Honesdale, 1829-1931. 

This D&H rail system was one of the earliest, most complex, and most successful 
transportation systems in nineteenth-century America. Through this museum and research 
center, visitors and reser chers will learn how the creators and builders of this rail system 
solved the problem of transporting, efficiently and safely, millions of tons of coal over 
the Moosic Mountain, the summit of which is 950 feet above the railhead. Some of the 
best minds in nineteenth-century America worked on and solved the problem and, in so 
doing, created a masterwork of technological engineering. So significant was their 
success that the D&H became the first million-dollar corporation in American history. 
These D&H pioneers were great innovators, and they were successful. America followed 
their lead. Their experience was the American experience in the nineteenth century. By 
preserving, interpreting, and promoting the history of this rail system, the D&H 
transportation museum and research center will make it possible for visitors and 
researchers to study and to appreciate the historical importance of this pioneer 
transportation system, not only in local history but also in the history of transportation in 
America.

2. How does your project improve the "quality of life" in Pennsylvania? What 
impact does it have on community life or the environmental character of the 
community? 

The D&H transportation museum and research center will significantly enrich the quality 
of life and community life in Carbondale, the surrounding area, and the commonwealth. 

It will do so by making it possible for the present generation to take pride in local history 
and the significant accomplishments of those pioneers who developed a transportation 
system that would have a majc impact on the economic life of northeastern 
Pennsylvania, New York, and large portions of the Northeast. 

Through this project, the present generation will learn (1) that in the city of Carbondale 
there is respect for the past and the accomplishments of previous generations, (2) that the 
history of the accomplishments of previous generations and artifacts from the past can be 
used to create a bright future for the area, and (3) that the D&H itself, as a company, was 
concerned with community life and the quality of life in the communities it served. Not 
only did the D&H give land to communities for churches, municipal buildings, parks, and 
cemeteries, it also built hospitals for its employees, thereby providing one of the earliest 
forms of employee medical coverage in America. The D&H was successful, and a good 
measure of that success must be seen in relation to the fact that the D&H was concerned 
with the quality of life of its employees and their communities. 

Through this project, visitors, researchers, and modem-day employers will be reminded 
of the fact that if businesses are to be successful in the cities in which they are located, 
that they, like the D&H before them, must become involved in the very fabric of 
community life in proactive and positive ways. 


3. How does your project support activities in Pennsylvania such as tourism, 
economic development, and the like? 

The D&H transportation museum and research center, even as it is brought into existence 
by the Historical Society, will have an impact on the local economy—plasterers, 
electricians, carpenters, and others will have to be hired to complete the work. And when 
the center is complete, it will be an asset to the community and will foster economic 
development and tourism. Visitors and researchers will come to Carbondale to learn and 
to do research in the museum. They will stay overnight, they will eat in restaurants. They 
will have an economic impact on the local and regional economy. And persons and 
companies who explore the possibility of locating in this area will regard the existence of 
such a transportation museum as a sign that the community of Carbondale is a positive 
environment in which to live and work. 

The D&H transportation museum and research center will be a part of the Carbondale 
Historical Society. Through the efforts of the Carbondale Historical Society, Carbondale 
City Hall was saved from the wrecker's ball. The importance in local history of the fact 
that City Hall was saved can not be overstated. The saving of City Hall marked the 
beginning of the present economic revival in Carbondale. As a community, Carbondale 
now knows that historic preservation can have a positive and significant impact on 
economic and community development.

4. What environmental goal is enhanced by this project? Be specific about whether 
your project contributes to improved Air Quality, Greenways, Green Buffers, 
Historic Preservation, Scenic Overlooks, and the like. 

The D&H transportation museum and research center will foster an understanding of the 
importance of historic preservation and of positive environmental beliefs and practices. 

The history of Carbondale and northeastern Pennsylvania is inseparable from the history 
of railroading and mining in the nineteenth and early-twentieth centuries. During those 
periods, the environmental impact of a company's business practices was not a major 
concern to most people. And railroading and mining were not clean industries. But we 
have learned. And in focusing on the history, artifacts, and structural remains of those 
times and advocating an appreciation for them—and protecting them—we will foster an 
appreciation for the preservation of things in our natural world and for environmental 
protection. 

In addition, much of the actual roadbed and support network for the rail line can still be 
identified: inclined planes and levels, including the well-known Shepherd's Crook; feeder 
ponds for the D&H Canal, Farview Picnic Park, among many others. Those sites, all of 
which have the potential to become walkways, hiking trails, parks, and scenic overlooks, 
will be identified by the D&H transportation museum and research center. 
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5. What is the statewide or regional significance of your project? How will it educate 
or promote Pennsylvania heritage, history, archaeology, environs, etc.? What 
impact will it have on the state or region? Does it offer a commuting alternative? 
How does it fit into the larger regional or statewide perspective? 

Through exhibitions and interpretative programs, the proposed D&H transportation 
museum and research center will educate the public about the importance of the D&H in 
the transportation and cultural history not only of Pennsylvania but also of America. 

The proposed D&H facility will be the only organization anywhere to focus exclusively 
on the technological and social history of rail transportation between Carbondale and 
Honesdale. At the same time, the facility will be an integral component of the Carbondale 
Historical Society, which is an active participant in the Lackawanna Heritage Valley, in 
which Carbondale is situated. The D&H transportation museum and research facility will, 
therefore, be a participant in a highly successful regional initiative (the Lackawanna 
Heritage Valley) that promotes tourism and advocates the preservation and promotion of 
our technological and social history. 

The significance of the D&H rail system between Carbondale and Honesdale in the 
technological and social history of the state and region can not be overstated. During the 
102 years of its operation, tens of millions of tons of anthracite coal were shipped to 
market over this rail line. From the very beginning, the D&H prospered. And because the 
D&H prospered, the entire region served by the railroad prospered. In addition, the 
industrial development of the city of New York and portions of southern New England, 
beginning in the third decade of the nineteenth century, was made possible/fueled by the 
anthracite coal that was shipped to market by rail from Carbondale over the D&H. 


6. Bonus Question: Are there any other benefits or characteristics of your project 
which you wish to describe?

Dear Griswold Cousins: 

Thanksgiving. It's one of my favorite holidays, primarily because it makes 
me feel very connected to the earth and to the colonial Griswolds and to 
bedrock America. 

They were amazing people, those Griswold ancestors of outs, and we 
should all give thanks, every day of our lives, that those Griswold ancestors 
of ours, and all the other colonial Americans and pioneers, had the courage, 
fortitude, compassion, and faith that they did. What a precious legacy they 
gave us! 

It's been a good year for the Clinton Township Griswolds. We had a very 
enjoyable reunion in the Moosic Grange Hall in Waymart on August 15, 
and were very pleased that Janet Mann and her family were able to attend. 
As you will recall, Janet is the president of the Griswold Family Association 
of America. 

During the business meeting following the covered-dish dinner, Janet spoke 
about the GFA's website on the Internet and invited us, the Clinton 
Township Griswolds, to submit information to be included there.

There we are, for the whole world, for anyone with Internet access! 
It's all quite remarkable. 
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You'll also recall that at this year's Reunion, we voted to donate "at 
least $100, more if we can" to the Michael Griswold Memorial 
Fund. Well, as it turns out, we're in pretty good shape financially, 
so we donated $200 to the fund on September 15, 1998. In case 
you've forgotten, it's through Michaei Griswold that we connect to 
the early Griswolds of Wethersfield, CT. 

Here is a very imormative and useful paragraph of information 
about those early Griswolds from the GFA webpage: 

"The half-brothers Edward and Matthew [Griswold] came to North 
America in 1639, and settled in Windsor, Connecticut. Francis, 
who may have been a cousin to Edward, was baptized 10 th January, 
1605/6 at Henley-in-Arden, Warwickshire. He came to North 
America in 1636 and settled in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
Michael [to whom the Griswolds of Clinton Township, Wayne 
County, PA trace their line] appears to be a fourth cousin once 
removed to Edward and half-brothers Matthew and Thomas. Their 
common ancestor would be John Greswold, Esq., bom c. 1440. 
Research is still in progress. Watch for announcement of a new 
publication, Ten Generations in England, which is in the final 
stages of preparation." 

The headquarters of the Griswold Family Association of America 
are located in the Michael Grisv/old house in Wethersfield, CT. An 
engraving of the house appears on the GFA webpage. The original 
part of the house, which dates from the seventeenth century, 
belonged to Michael and Ann Griswold; significant additions and 
improvements to the house were made in 1730 by their son 
Michael, to whom the house and land were left by his father, 
possession to be taken after the death of his mother. 
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Here is some background information on the 


Michael Griswold Memorial Stone: 


• Michael was one of the three original Griswold emigrants to America 
and owned property in Wethersfield, CT before 1640. The GFA owns 
and maintains a. historic house in Wethersfield, CT, the original part of 
which was built in 1630 and once belonged to Michael Griswold. A 
grave site for Michael and his wife Ann has never been found. 

• The GFA Executive Board voted in 1994 to sponsor a memorial 
headstone project in honor of Michael Griswold (d. 1684) and his wife, 
Ann. The memorial to be in the Ancient Burying Grounds of the First 
Church of Christ, Wethersfield, CT. (In 1990 the Griswold Family 
Association dedicated a memorial headstone in the Indian River 
Cemetery, Clinton, CT, to Edward Griswold (1607-1690) and his wife, 
Margaret.) 

• Casimir Michaelezyk, who designed the Edward Griswold memorial, 
was commissioned by the GFA to design the Pennsylvania blackslate 
stone Michael Griswold Memorial, the project to cost $2,200 to $2,500. 

• The Michael Griswold Memorial Stone was installed and dedicated at 
the GFA reunion in October 1997 in Wethersfield, CT. The Reverend 
John Griswold did the dedication and two children from the Michael 
Griswold line unveiled the stone. As you will recall, Janet Mann showed 
us photos at this year's reunion in Clinton Township of the dedication 
and unveiling of the Michael Griswold Memorial Stone. A memorial 
publication on Michael Griswold was issued, in which the names of the 
donors to the memorial fund are listed, including the Clinton Township 
Griswold Reunion. The total cost of the stone was about $3,200. About 
two-thirds of the funds have been raised. A report on the fund drive for 
the Michael Griswold Memorial Stone will be published in the next GFA 
Bulletin. 

A note on this past October's annual meeting of the GFA: In her to e-mail to 
me on October 7 lh , Barbara Ryan reported: "We had a very nice annual 
meeting in Seneca Falls and enjoyed John and Amy Rude's company and 
contributions!"

On South Street in Waymart, about 150 feet from where it was originally built in 
1875. stands the only remaining Gravity Railroad Depot of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company. The depot was the site of Plane No. 7 of the Gravity Railroad and 
on this location coal was stockpiled during the winter months. After the spring thaw 
the coal was weighed and shipped on to the canal terminus in Honesdale. The 
location therefore became known as weigh-market and later Waymart.

Helen Powell is doing well. She is 85 years old and is living at home. Donald and I are 
taking care of her. A couple of years ago, she was walking through the club room at home 
and fell and broke her hip. The bone just gave away and down she went. During the 
hospitalization that followed the hip problem, she lost her sense of balance. When she 
stands up straight, she thinks that she is falling forward and throws herselt backward to 
correct what she perceives to be an imbalance. The result, of course, is that she can not 
walk, unaided. So she spends her days in a wheelchair. 

When I get up at 5 A.M., I get her up and get her organized for the day. Donald, who has 
successfully reopened (April 27. 1998) the Homestead Golf Course, looks after Mom in 
the course the day. We both look after her in the evenings. It's a very demanding 
schedule, but wc are glad to be able to look after her at home. Many of the golfers who 
played here this year visited with Mom and that brought back lots of pleasant memories 
for her. 

Christinas was very nice and Mom enjoyed the holiday. Donalds son, Donald, arrived a 
few days before Christmas and will be here until after the New Year. Cousin Peg joined 
us for dinner—roast turkey and all the traditional accompaniments, including homemade 
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plum pudding (we call it "suet" pudding), which Mom and I made, using a recipe that was 
her mother's. The golf pro that Donald II is studying with, Don Fatzinger, had planned to 
join us, but was unable to do so. 

Like his father's and my uncle, Donald Swain. Donald II is an accomplished golfer! 
Among the many golf-related presents that he received at Christmas is a titanium driver. 
Given the mild weather, he was able to try out the new club on Christmas day._ After 
several drives of over 250 yards, the club was declared to be a valuable addition to 
Donald's bag of clubs. Donald, who is now in sixth grade, is an honor student and an 
accomplished trombone player. 


The family cat doesn't care much for all the noise and commotion that invariably 
accompanies holiday celebrations such as Christmas and spent much of the day upstairs 
The family cat has become quite a celebrity. He is the star of the 1999 calendars that ha 
made for Donald. Donald II, and myself. 


Food seems to be center stage at such holiday celebrations. In the lovely and bountiful 
fruit/gift basket that Eleanor Williams brought out for Mom from the Beacon Class at the 
Baptist Church were several jars of home-canned goods, including some superior pickles 
and jams that were put up by Grace Moon. Mom is a charter member of the Beacon 
Class I believe, and she had a grand time exploring and tasting her way through the many 
treasures in the basket. We had a shoo-fly pie that I made on the night that Donald II 
arrived. Such a wonderful pie! If you've never made one, we encourage you to do so. 
Cousin Peg brought some very nice baked goods to the Christmas celebration, including 
three kinds of very special cookies that Grandma Russell (Ora Esmarilda Loomis Russell) 
used to make—orange cookies, chocolate cookies, and hermits. Cousin Liz and Sam sent 
a can of Ghiardelli white mocha, and we have been enjoying fancy hot chocolate in the 
early evening, served in Mom's beautiful Noritake china cups. 


The Christmas tree is the top portion of a 30-foot spruce tree that got blown over up on 
the golf course. It's in the middle of the club room. As we do every year, we discovered 
again and appreciated the beauty of the early-twentieth century glass Christmas tree 
ornaments that were made in Carbondale. probably by Greibel’s. Donald put up the 
draped swags of Christmas lights on the front porch. The design was created by Donald— 
the lights are arranged in groups in terms of the colors of the spectrum. Donald also made 
a pine cone garland this year for the garage door. Another new feature of the decorations 
this year is a line of ornaments across the club room, about 8 teet in the air. I have always 
been fond of such arrangements, and this year we decided to try it. The line goes 
catercorner across the room—from the living room entrance off the club room to above 
the refrigerator. 

Flowers are always a part of Christmas at home. Dad. who died on April 20. 1994. loved 
flowers, and there were always beautiful flowers around at Christmas time during his 
lifetime. His mother, Fanny Olivia Reese, was born on Christmas, and 1 think the 
Christmas flowers were always, at least in part, in memory of his mother. Pots oi 
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cyclamen, in three or four colors, were among the presents that Donald gave this year. In 
addition. Rev. Pepper brought out a red poinsettia from the Baptist Church—and served 
communion to Mom. 


At some point in the coming week, Donald II and I will make gingerbread cookies. We 
use the tried-and-true recipe from an old Betty Crocker cookbook. We’ve got about a 
hundred old cookie cutters, among which is a great family treasure—a circular, fluted 
cutter, about three inches in diameter, that belonged to Margaret Russell (Mom's paternal 
grandmother) and was used by her to make cookies here at the Russell Homestead, which 
was established more than 150 years ago. 

It was a good year for the Homestead Golf Course. The course is now in tip-top shape— 
probably even more beautiful than it was during the days when Mom and Dad were at the 
helm and the course was generally regarded as one of the most beautiful in this part of the 
state. Many of the golfers this year asked if the peacocks were still here. The answer is 
yes. Peacocks have been a part of this place since the early years of this century. We have 
some lovely photographs of Mom as a little girl in the flower garden with peacocks in the 
foreground. The 93 rd annual Griswold Reunion will take place here on August 21, 1999. 
A special feature of the reunion will be the first-ever Griswold Golf Tournament. (For 
additional information on these Griswolds, go to www.Griswoldfamily.org. and click on 
NE PA Reunion.) 

Now that the golf season is largely over, Donald is able to spend time at his desk and 
continue his work on the history of studio photography in northeastern Pennsylvania. I 
continue to work as an editor in product development at Harcourt Learning Direct 
(formerly ICS Learning Systems) in Scranton and to raise and show exhibition poultry 
and to raise Hereford cattle. I recently became a licensed poultry judge and was named a 
Master Breeder and Grand Master Exhibitor of standard Partridge Plymouth Rocks by the 
American Poultry Association. 1 have two incubators in my room, and some chicks (this 
year's show "champions," we hope) are hatching today. My Narragansett turkeys are 
laying well and in recent weeks 1 have shipped hatching eggs to Missouri and Illinois. 
(There are only 87 adult Narragnasett turkeys in existence. I have a flock of eleven. I am 
making a concerted effort to make available eggs and poults to all interested persons in 
order to save Narragansetts from extinction.) 

Still no snow! It's hard to believe. We had a light dusting of snow about three weeks ago, 
and that was that. Thank you for remembering Mom at Christmas. Best wishes for a 
healthy and happy New Year.

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EPILOGUE 


It's a wonderful feeling to have this journal for the period 
1992-1998 ready to be microfilmed. With any luck, the paper and 
microfilm copies will continue to exist for a long time. At one 
point, Tom Wasilewski mentioned that microfilm should last for 
250 years if it's stored under good conditions. It pleases me to 
think that someone might read this journal a couple of hundred 
years from now. How different the world will be at that time. I 
hope that I have done my part to record what it was like to be alive 
in the "horse-and-buggy days" at the end of the twentieth century. 

I have been keeping a journal since October 13, 1981. All of 
my journals for the period 1981-1991 have been microfilmed. My 
journals for the period 10-13-1981—12-31-1986 are on 35 
millimeter microfilm (10 rolls). For 1987-1991 my journals are on 
microfiche cards: 1987 (11 cards), 1988 (26 cards), 1989 (22 
cards), 1990 (24 cards), 1991 (22 cards). The microfilm originals 
of all of these journals are stored in my safe deposit box in the 
Community Bank and Trust Company in Forest City, PA. 

Journal keeping is in the family, so to speak. The journals of 
Theron Orsemus Loomis, Mary Emma (Squire) Loomis, Edna 
Pearl (Loomis) Loomis, and Eleanor Pritchard Jones have come 
down to us. Their journals are extraordinary records of portions of 
their lives and times. My twin brother, Donald, also keeps a 
journal. 

My next two archival projects will be to prepare for 
microfilming (1) several thousand pages of genealogical papers 
and family history, and (2) my letters received in the period 1958- 
1982. The primary organizational work for both of those projects 
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has already been completed. There is, however, a lot of fine tuning 
to be done. 

The final lines of Alfred, Lord Tennyson's Ulysses come to 
mind at present: ", . . Come, my friends, / 'T is not too late to seek a 
newer world. / Push off, and sitting well in order smite / The 
sounding furrows; for my purpose holds / To sail beyond the 
sunset, and the baths / Of all the western stars, until I die. / It may 
be that the gulfs will wash us down: / It may be we shall touch the 
Happy Isles, / And see the great Achilles, whom we knew. / Tho' 
much is taken, much abides; and tho' / We are not now that 
strength which in old days / Moved earth and heaven, that which 
we are, we are: / One equal temper of heroic hearts, / Made weak 
by time and fate, but strong in will / To strive, to seek, to find, and 
not to yield."
